Like many a more pretending predecessor, this little book of "Rich 
Men" has its own history - briefly this. Nearly fifteen years ago a number 
of leading merchants, in the course of calculations connected wish busi- 
ness, pencilled down their estimates of the capital employed in trade, and 
the wealth at the command of and ready for use in " backing up" those 
engaged in it. As each added from his own store of knowledge, the list 
grew beyond a mere memorandum, and it became desirable that copies 
should be held by each of the contributors. To effect this a regular 
publication was eventually agreed upon, and the list was, for that purpose 
placed in the hands of Moses Y. Beach, Esq., the then publisher of The 
Sun. The first edition was merely a list of names and amounts, some 
seven cr eight pages loDg, printed in large type. Kearly every copy 
being at, once taken by the originatois and their friends, and additions] 
names bai&g suggested, the publisher, after revising and correcticg, put the 
forms to pres3 a second time. From the very outset, the work piove^ 
popular— not a single copy of any one edition being left unsold. From 
time to tim**, brief genealogical and biographical notices of some of the 
more remarKable men and families in the community, collated from 
authentic sources of information, were introduce^, adding materially to 
the general merest o.?1&e^rjj.- 3£he present; edition 5s acarefal revision 
of all previous -ofiesj, tfcg Ja^gesJ p©Btfioa.o£" it^ontfetfts having been entirely 
re-written. Necessarily, also, it, contains the names of some hundreds of 
persons nerar beware JnciwdatE; amits also .t^s names of a large num- 
ber who have.been rempved -*fty ffcatL* |^§Hb8:r-. labor nor pains has 
been spared fo make "it* absolutely correct, and, it is hoped, not without 
Euccess. Erroneous statements thare m&y still be, -and, if eo, we trust tbey 
will in ail cage.3 b&, poi&tod <Sai bj" those who observe them, as a 
means of still, gresiei improvement* in editions yet to come. Care 
has been taken, in writing out the momoirs, not to invfcde the 
sanctity ef private life or wound the sensibilities of any. If these 
rules have been transgressed, it can oaly be placed to the account of 
unintentional and regretted blunders, the earliest and fullest possible 
correction of which will be both 8^ duty and a pleasure. 

The usefulness and advantages of a book of this kind, apart from its 
power to satisfy a laudable curiosity and interest in matters of the kind- 
treated of, are obvious. To the young, who are ever ambitious of fortune'* 
favors, it unfolds the experience of many who have preceeded them in the 
path to wealth or fame, offering examples of success almost endless in 
variety. To those who, having put their hands to the plow, are yet look- 
ing back, it affords encouragement ; and to those who have heretofore 
lailed in their several undertakings, it opens new pages of life -histories, 
calculated to stimulate them still more energetically to "try again,' 5 To 
all it is one of the best and most complete solutions of that riddle of rid- 
dles — the Philosopher's Stone.

Addams, Charles, - - ' - " - - - - 200,000 
Formerly an influential merchant, hut now 'retired on his fortune. 

Addison, Thomas, - - . - - ^ - 200,000 
Originally of the firm of Wilmarth and Addison, ever pointed nencil makers. 
They manufactured the ever-pointed pencils which were invented in Eng. 
land by G.^Mordau, who held the patent right for the invention, dated May, 
1325. After separating from this partnership he carried on a successful 
ffi trade for many years, became wealthy, and is now retired from business. 

Mt Adriance, Isaac, . . . - . . . 200,000 
*> A lawyer, and a largo real estate owner in the upper part of the city. 
Adriance, Jno., - - , - - - - 300,000 
Hardware merchant, in which business he has made the bulk of his f ar- 
il tune. From very limited beginnings, he has by perseverance reached his 
present position, and become possessed of an independent fortune, 

Atdrich, Herman D., -• - - - - 150,000 
Produce and commission broker. Game originally from England, hut set- 
tled maay years ago in this country. Here by persevering industry he has 
realised a handsome fortune. He has of late years speculated largely in real 
estate, which now constitutes the bulk of his property. One of the firm of 
MeCurdy, Aldrich & Sptncer. 

Aldrich, John H., . . . . . . 150,000 

Mr. Aldrich was born and reared under the strict mental, moral and reli- 
gious discipline of old Connecticut. He worked hard lor his father, according 
to the old New England custom, until he was 21 years of age. and then 
went forth into the world without a penny, hut with a buoyant and persever- 
ing heart. He clerked it for a year, and then entered into the mercantile bu- 
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elness "on his own hook," in the town of Stafford, £Jonn., "where lie m&arr'ed, , 
The fortune which he obtained from his wife consisted in her good qualities * 
of mind and heart. His industry, politenesa and honesty soon gained him. 
an extaneive and lucrative traie, and he became universally popular in all the 
surrounding neighborhood. But the field was not large enough, in a business 
point of view, for him, and he went to Providence K. I., where he carried on 
a successful business for some years, in that beautiful structure called the 
"Arcade." Afterwards he removod to Hew York, and associated himself 
with the Hon. John Sanford, in the carpet trade. Succeeded, of course. — 
For-esa w the present hard times in good season to retire from the carpet t»ade 
and enter into the oilcloth commission business All this has scarcely 
taken him till his 40th jear. His motto is: "Be sure you're light, tuen 
go ahead." Like many other Yan&ees, Mr, Aldrich is well informed on moBt 
subjects of popular interest, especially that of -trade. He possesses a remark- 
ably discriminating mind, ia generous and accommodating, aad alwajs fceeps 
his word. 

Alger, Seneca, . . . . . . 100,000 

Of the firm of Alger & Brother, wholesale grocers, 85 Dey street, a native 
of this state. He eocamencea life poor, andeDjoysa good iepur,ation for in- 
dustsy and integrity. He Is a gaod citizen and a deservedly esteemed mer- 
chant, o! ehearful, kind and jocular manners, and beloved amongst his social 
acquaintances. 

Allaire, James P., - .... 300,000 

One of the most extensive steam-engine builde/s in New York. He has fit" 
ted u p many of the steamers which are now displaying to the world the skil 1 
of our mechanics. Prior to the revocation of the edict of Nantes, Alexander 
Allaire, a Huguenot, fled from La Rochelle to England, and soon after came 
tbence to America. He purchased a considerable estate in Westchester 
eoanty, where many of the Huguenots settled, and established the village 
^called New Rochelle. This individual and many of bis descendants have 
resided in the city of New York We may mention that among them, prior 
to the Revolutionary war, was Lewis, a merchant, in 1(20, snd Alexander ^ Jr. t 
in 1746, 

Allen, John J., - - - ' - - ' - 150,000 

A native of Scotland, aad originally in the fur trade. In this he made 
some little property, and, commensing a moie extensive business, became, 
by persevering industry, independent. He has acquired considerable real 
©state, and is esteemed, in every relation of life, a valuable member of so- 
ciety. 

Allen, Thomas - 150,000 

Dealer in wooden ware and baskets. These articles are manufactured in 
large quantities ia the Eastern States, and consigned to dealers in the large 
cities for sale. In this business he has been long engaged, and has amassed a 
respectable fortune. 

Allen, William M., 100,000 

Bred to the bar, and practised law for a few years as an amateur. He is a 
eon of the law Hoa. Stephen Allen, who wasl09t by the burning «f the steam- 
boat Hanry Clay, and is one of the heirs of his large fortune. He married a 
Kiss Leggett, and, now resides at his chateau near Morrisania. He has a 
good literary taste, and is particularly fond of polemic metaphysics. 

Alley, Saul, v 500,000 

Mr. A. was hound, when a small boy, apprentice to a coach maker, During 
his apprenticeship his father died, and left him totally dependent on his 
own exertions. The very clothes he wore he was obliged to earn by toiling 
extra hours, after the regular time of leaving off work fiad passed. The 
foundation of his fortune he acquired by the exercise of frugality and pru- 
dence while a journeyman mechanic. Mr. Alley came to this city and under- 
took a commission business in cotton and domestic goods. His creditors at 
Charleston having confidence in him, were his first patrons, and among tbem 
Mordecai Cohen, a rich Jew. In a few years he paid his creditors, and by 
business tact, integrity, and industry, has amassed his wealth. He retired 
:^om business several years since. Mr, Alley is an example of a man of strong 
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mind pushing his way through the world without the benefits of etfttcatloa 
and under many difficulties. 

Allison, Michael, ..... 200,000 
Raided and carried on business in Vaeey street, as cabinet maker, for 
mofe than fifty years, bat has now long eiaee retired from business on a Bnug 
foituiie. 

Alaop, Richard, 150,000 

A retired merchant, formerly extensively engaged in commerce in this city. 

Althaose, S. B,, - - - - - 500,000 

A descendant of a German family that settled in this city about fifty years 
ago. He now carries on extensive iron works, by which he has become a 
wealthy citizen. 

Alvord, Alonzo A., . . . . . , . ' ;, 250,000 

Ex Alderman of the 19th, now 21st, waWl. Made only a part of his money 
by the hit business, in whish he was 1 )ng engaged. The larger part came 
from his wife, a GrinzebacK. He resides on 3rd Avenue near Jonejs' Woods. 

Anderson, Abel T., - - - ; ' - - 200,000 
A respectable lawyer, who inherited most of his property from his father, 
who asquired his fortune la the manufacture of boots and shoes. 

Andrews, Loring, - 300,000 
Engaged in the hide and leather trade in Gold Bt. t having extensive corres ' 
pondenca in South America and through the United States. He has comman- 
ded a valuable buaineas for manyyea<s, and realized considerable property, 
consisting largely in real estate. 

Anthon, Charles, - - - - 100,000 

Aotnoa, John, ----- 300,000 

The parents of the Anthons were Roman Catholics, and of German origin. 
Th« children are Episcopalians, Lose Churchmen. The father. Dr. Anthoa, 
was a respeotable physician of tbia city. The sons have distinguished them- 
selves, Jutm as a lawyer, Henry a3 a divine, and Charles as a scholar John 
married a daughter of the wealthy John Hone, by which his children are 
said to be heirs of a fortune of over §100,003. Charles is professor of the Latin 
language aod literature in Columbia College, and has publisher* many works., 
the moat widely known of which is fljuhon'e Classical Dictionary. He has 
a popular reputation as a scholar, and is a most learned man. 

Arcalarius, George, . 300,000 

General importer, but principally in the traSs with France. Has been 
loug established in Eeavtir street, 

Arcularius, P.G., - - - - - - 100,000 

San of the late EL Arcularius, a native of Germany. Made the principal 
part of his property in the wholesale grocery business With all the steady 
ndherenoeto business peculiar the German character, he has a large amount 
of Yankee shrewdness, and is considered a very excellent business man. 

Arnold, Aaron, - - - - - 400,000 

Dry goads merchant. From comperatively small beginnings, he has risen 
to an equality with those magnificent establishments which form such a, 
marked feature in this city. He came from England ; is head of the firm of

Appleton, Daniel, ...... 100,000 

Aspinwall, James S , . . . . . 100,000 

Formerly of the firm off Bushton & Aspinwall, well known druggists. 
Aspinwall, Jno. L-, 200,000 



Related to the well known merchants of that nam?, and formerly connected 
with thera in business. He has long been established in Bouth Btrett, sb a 
general merobsnt. The first of the ntmaia tbio city was Joseph Aspiawall, 
a ship captain, sailing out of this port. He waa of Eaglibh descent, and com- 
menced trade to this country soon after the English acquisition of the old 
X>u:ch territory. In 1GSS tbis gentleman married, ia tbie city, a lady named 
Hannah Dean. Joseph Aspinwall was a resident of this c'ty in 1710. John 
Aspinwall, following tbe seafaring life, waB a citizen in H737. Xbo family 
at the present day of thataama, resident in this city. Is not numerous, but 
occupies a position in the commercial world of equal respectability with 
those of the ancient times. 

Aspinwall, "William H 4,000,000 

Or tbe firm of Howland & Aspinwall, shipping merchants , The father 
of Mr. Aspinwall bas long been fcoown as an intelligent and shrewd broker, 
and is of an ancient and honorable family. ftSr. ispiuwall has a beautiful 
saat on Btaten Island, and his residence in this city is very valuable, 

Astor, "W. ' - - t - - 6,000,000 

Son of the Hte John Jacob Astor Daring tho la'er years of his father's 
life, W. B. Astor held a power of attorney for the transaction of his father's 
business, and exercised a general superintendence over the immense pioperty 
which had been accumulated through his long life and by his extensive 
and succeasfal speculations. In connection with tbe splendid fortune enjoyed 
now by his son, it may ba interesting to review acme of the principal points 
in the history of that extraordinary man, wbo stood pre eminent among the 
wealthy citizens of New York He was a native of Q-arnway. and arrived m 
this conutry, comparatively poor, in the year 1784. On tb^ voyage he be- 
came acquainted with a countryman who induced him to learn tb« trade of a 
furrier, m order to accomplish this he disposed of a Jew articles of prope'ty 
he had brought with him, and invested the procesdB in learning that trace. 
Soon afterwards he engaged as a clerk in the far establishment of Bobs. 
Bo wne, a worthy Quaker, who prized Mr. Astor highly for his untiring in- 
dustry and fidelity. When he left this concern he engaged in business for him- 
self by the aid of a few hundred dollars from hia brother Henry, a rich 
butcher in tbe Bowery. 

At the close of the revolutionary war several poets on 8 western lakes 
were in tbe possession of a foreign power, wbioh greatly embarrassed tbe fuf 
trade, but in 1794 tbeae obrti w*re given up by treaty When contemp- 
lating the aratd opportunitythen ofiereato him he is reported to have said— 
Mow, I will taake mv fortune in the far trade"— a prediction wfoich his suc- 
cess fully verified. "With asagacitp and industry unparalleled be improved 
every opportunity, so that in a Bhort space of time ha realized about $250,000, 
and -wittj is formed the Ameiicau For Company. In order to compete with 
the British associations which sought to monopolize the fur trade throughout 
the north and northweat. The projection and establishment of this com- 
pany did not, however, accomplish his vast designs. His grand project of tha 
Astoria settlement was next formed. It was his intention to establisn a line 
of Forts al-»ng the Pacific Ocean and on tbe Columbia river in connection with 
our Governmens, and thus monopolize the fur trade west of the Rocfcy &£oun- 
tains. The vessels employed by this company were to trade with distant parta 
of the w«r d, carrying merchandize suited to the market, audreoeiving furs 
in exehange. which were again sent to other ports in exchange for valuable 
goods for the home market. 

By tbw esr-ablishmentof this company ha anticipated in a few years to re- 
ceive a million of dollars annual profits ; yet this schema, wbieh appeared so 
well arranged, failed from various unforsesa events, and was finally given up. 
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He than pursued hia mercantile affairs with a persevering dillgerce which, 
together with, an extraordinary knowledge ana correctness of calculation, 
gave him almost a certainty of stlqcsss Among othe.r sources of wealth we 
must not omit the possession of a vary large amount of res* estate in this cir.y, 
the vast increase in the value of wftich must nave greatly adrred to the 
amount of his property. Auioog other bequests Mr Asi a: lett 350,000 dollara 
for a Library, tue tme^st of which sum was to be expead«d id. building and 
in the purchase of boofes --a bequest already in full operation. Kr. Wm. B. 
A'tor possesses much of Ms fainer's persevering business habits, bat, having 
enjoyed the advantage of a large fortune, he has nothad the same opportu- 
nity of displaying them. 

Amtin, Meloin, • • . ' . ... 100,000 

The oldest merchant in the "Swamp"— a native of Connecticut— engaged 
very extensively in business. Ho has recently bulls a $28,000 palace in 
Brooklyn, where he resides. 

Averill, AugustiB, . - 200,000 

A much respected merchant in South street, of Connecticut extraction. 
ATBry, James, - - - - - - - 25QjflOO 

Originally known a9 a boat- builder, but, by his scientific knowledge of 
shipbuilding, he became a valuable assistant to the marine insurance com- 
panies, and has been long engagel as marine surveyor in this port. 

Aymar, Wm, . - . - . . - . - e - - - 200,000, 
Ha? been established in South street for many years in the ship chand- 
lery business He is from an eastern family of respectability, and from his 
sue aess in business has accumulated a consid erable property.

Commenced with nothing, and as a pedlar. Afterwards a fruit dealer, in 
which he met with notable sucaess. 

Bancroft, Hon. George,- .- .. .- . , 100,000 
-This distinguished author and historian was born at Worcester, Mass., in 
the year 1800. His father, who was himself an author and a doctor of divini- 
ty, gave to his son's mind the bent and disposition which in after \ears 
conducted him to celebrity position and power. When not jet seventeen 
Mr. Bancroft, graduated a* Harvard college with honors, and soon entered 
upon a aourse of literary pursuits, having as their ultimate end the profes- 
sion of the historian. In 1818 he went to Europe and s'udied at Gottingen 
and Berlin, thus enjoying the advantages of the most thorough system of 
education. After an absence of four years, during which he travelled in 
England, Switzerland. Germany, and Italy, he returned to the United States, 
and was ap pained tutor of Greek in Harvard College. A love of classical 
pursuits induced him to project a plan to Improve the academic system of EJ&w 
England, which was afterward abanloned for duties of a more public char- 
acter. He early adopted decided political opinions, attaching himself to the 
Democratic partj- ( on whose behalf his first vote wast cast. In a pubSie ora ( 
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t3an.be announced aa 5*is creed, universal suffrage and uncompromising de- 
mocracy, and in the ranks of Ihe liberal party he rose to political prefer- 
ment and distinction, rarely attained by ooe whose character as the oatset 
was merely that of a sohoiar la 1.834 Mr. Bancroft punished the n> 6 -t volume 
ai hi* history of the United States, a work to whioa he had long- davoted hie 
thoughts and researches. Ia Jan , 1838, he received irom Presidsm Van Bu- 
ren the appointment of collector of theport of Bostoo,&nd dlsch^rsedits du- 
ties with a fidelity which proved that a man of letters may also a man of 
ttasin*B3. In 1844 he waa a gubernatorial candidate in his native state, and ia 
1845 was ca'l«d by President, Polk to a seat in the Cabinet as Secretary of the 
Navy— distinguishing the short period of his connection with that d^part- 
men% by numerous reforms of utility. In 184S he was appomfced Mm'at<r 
Plenipotentiary to England, and there represented, tne United State* till suc- 
ceeded by Abbott Lawrence. His diplomatic career wss one of oompleie catis 
f Action to the fifopemmfiiit wtrch he represented, ami to ttat to whuih. he was 
a-screditad On his return he fixed hia residence in the city of New T?ors, 
where he resumed the prosecution of his literary labors, which have linked 
his nama with, the annals anil lame of the country.

1842, he bought the Amsricm Qluseum. in New York, the staple commoairy 
of the purchase on hfs side, being, aa heave»fl, brass This establish ment b-»- 
San to tarive immensely from the day it came under his management In 

1843, he pic feel up General Tom Thumb, exhibited him in his museum a 
year, and thin took him to Europe, where he remained three years, e-ppear- 
mg before all the principal courts and monarehs of the old world, and return- 
ed to his naiivH country witn a fortune. In 1850. he engaged Jenny Liu-i, and 
with her made the most triumphant and successful muslo*! tour i^erkco wa— 
clearing aoms $300,000 in nine months, af'er paying that litfy $300,000. Ha 
has built an (Mental Villi at Bridgeport, Connecticut, styled IranistaP. where 
he resides with his family, still keeping oversight of his mujseum and many 
other successful operations iu whieh. he is engaged.

&.n importer of French winaSj brandy and other liquors He is a native 
of the wine districts of the south of France.

In or- 
der to improve Uib cucumstauceB he emigrated to tnis country while yet a 
middle-agea m m. We are not certain whether his son GaO'ire was born on 
this 8i'i*» of the Atlantic or not. We find him first engage^ in farming work 
inj&e ioterior of this State. When be came to this oity, wniie yet com- 
paratively a youth, h<* possessed *iready all the tact and the energy of char- 
acter that would enable him to became, not merely an accumulator of wealth, 
but a promoter of those notional "orks of internal improver* e&t by which 
thewealth of a nation is increased. He wa* content to b*»giu to build hia 
fortune, a* a wise architect commences an edifice, by laying a good founda- 
tion. Hence we find him working on roads and canals by coLtract, evincing 
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by all he di^ his uncommon skill and powers of calculation. Ha soon became 
koown to those who, engaged in the construction of our public worSs. readi- 
ly availed inens^Nes of bis Buperior abilities; andthus to him are we in- 
debted for the perfection to which t»ome of tbose works of internal improve- 
ment h&ve been c-»rriad. Nor was he confined to a particular oepanment. 
Iu canals, ra»lroads, bridges, aqueducts and reservoirs, we find him equally 
successful. We may name one, the High Bridge at Harlem, a* a sample of 
Ms superior poweja of conception ana execution. The boldness, toe beauty, 
and the simplicity of the design, tbe eompie'eaees of the wors, tbe firmness 
and grandeur of the whole, will perpetuate trie name of George Law to 
dutant periods of our naiiou's history. With the power of erTettitgimpor 
tant public objects, we may, however, notice toe prudent caicu'af.tcn by 
■which ne Has tamed, them to his o»n advantage. Hence his rapidly increas- 
ing fortune Few men possess those qualities of mind in combination by 
which they are enable! to effect great, national woiks, and at tbe sanoe time 
aecuretheir private interest. While he was constructing the High Bridge, 
we find him engaged in another equally splendid work, which displayed 
not only the ve/satility, bat the power o( his compreheBBive mind. We 
refer to that noble tstearnboat, the Oregon, which, built under his orders 
and inspection, exhibited to the world one of t e finest specimens of naval 
architecture and beauty tbat ever floated. In every point of view it reflected 
honor on the intellect that both conceived tbe noble'design and carried it 
into effect with such perfect success.

Law among the first engaged in the 
railroad across the Isthmns of Panama, which great work ba» engaged a 
large *h.ire i^f bis attention, as likewise the great projected work of the Pa- 
cific Railroad one of the regular 1 ne» of eteamebips to Oaliruru-ia baa 
been under his direction from the commencement. In truth, thwre is scarcely 
au important undertaking iu which he has not had an acivepart.

Traciog Mm !rom his earliest si art in U'e, we fitd bio dependent on hiB own 
o:ier*y ami indu-'ry. In the first place for support, and uhicuately for the 
»oqn«Ition of wealth. He was born on Staten island, where he sp^nt bis 
e«rly yfars. and where he has ever held considerable interns and influence. 
Hi could nor, boast, of education or property, r,r the influence of wealthy 
friends. Dependent on nl< own, unaided exertions, he v as always ready to 
pir*orm any labor or occupation tbas presented Itself. It was a v«ry general 
thing fur htm to bs engaged in boating -passengers to and froaj vessels arriv- 
in^ at Ihe QuarnUne ano that vicinity. He frequently took charge of small 
fishing v-bsoIs to the <;ty, and often ma'e fishing excursions on hie own ac- 
count, Before steamboats wera invented, he was employed in carrying passen- 
gers to various placen on th 1 ) North river by boats, and in the shad Btsasoa, 
was generally engaged in that profitable fishery. Io this last particularly, he 
shuwttd his tact for business Having a eu ail schooner, he would in the 
e*rJy part of the season run to Savannah and other southern places, 
and bring shad to the New Ymk market, where they eouli be pold ar, an 
exceedingly high price, realizing a large profit to Mr. Vanderbilt. When 
he left tnis occupation he became bar-beeper in ahotel on Sia'en Idand, 
where he continued for some time, and appears to have given gensral satis, 
faction by hii attention. Bu-r. a circumstance soon occurred which bmugbt 
him ba-k t.o his old business A vessel belonging to a Mr. Gibbon got 
ashore in 'he Bay in a gale ot wind, and being in a dangesons position and a 
heavy runnir. u, no boats would venture out to bring oft" the passengers 
or aid the crew. In this emergency, C. Vanderbilt nobly offered his services, 
and went out in a b-tftt with the help of two others. They yeached the 
vessel and succeeded in bringing all the passengers eafely to Jand, and after- 
ward, by securing a line and hawser on ehore eaved the vetfel from further 
injury. P»y this exploit he secured the friendship and patronage of Mr. Gib- 
bun, and i>om thispoiotin his history we may data the rapid proems ha 
rnadA in after life. He now obtained the command of a coasting vessel, in 
whbih tie made Sequent voyages to 'he southern ports, and trad- d on bis own 
account, t'y the«e means he toon gamed considerable property, which en- 
abled him to tafee shares in vessels, and purchaHe land on Siaten iBlani. 
T'he introduction of steamboats was, however, destined to beer mw the gr*at 
source or hi* wealth. " He has had an interest in almost all tr»o important lines 
of Btaamera on the North aim lfiaat rivers ; such as the O. Vanderbilt, Com- 
modore, Ba? State and others. But thw m iftt important lioe of vessels under 
his immediate control, is or was, that running frJin New York to Nica- 
ragua and 8t. John's river ; butthib ^e has lately sold to a company who 
inteud building a railroafl across the Isthmus. Asa bolder of realeBtotehe 
h « very considerable property on Statt-n Island and other parts, amounting 
to about five bandied thousand dollars. He has, however, lately sold a 
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large amount of tills kind of property. B> formerly held tbe three line* of 
t-teamboate rnnnlng to New Brighton, Factoryvil'e, Port Ricbmcna, tbe Quar- 
antine, Stapleton, forth Amboy and other p'aces. These, together wHn >be 
docks, lauoings, buildings and water rights, he ban sold to a Coaapar-y, at** 
now, with all "the advantages 01 itn? experience, and immense resource", he 
continues to prosecute hia plans, and Js lively io reap from them a still rioter 
harve»r.of wealth. 

Sir. Vanderbilt, like other men of wealth, 5a surrounded by multitudes of 
Irienda, and they, on occasions, have contributed to the success of bis 
-plane An instance of this occurred many yea*s ago which may be related. 
Mr. Vanderbilt owned the lire of steamboats to JSew Haven. The rate of 
fare and freight was high, and altogether the accommodation was such that 
the cry of monopoly or "mid dog" wa« raised, especially in Connecticut. A 
stock company was formed to start an independent line. The steamboat (telle 
was purchased at a rather exorbitant price, considering her age sud condition, 
but as it wa« reported that no other bo&t could at that time be had, the objec- 
tors were easily silenced. The opposition was started at a fare of $1, while 
Vanderbflt put down the fare on his beats to from $1 50 to 26 certta. Bach was* 
ths enthusiasm, however, that for a time travel increased at least four fold, 
and, day after day, the opposition bMt wasciowded while Vanderbilt'^ fto*ta 
had few or no passengers. Once in a while to be sure, when tbe Belle 
brought an unusually ~ heavy losd to fciew York, she would break down and 
lay u p for a day or two. On th-jse occasions her passengers had to pay Van- 
derbiit's boits $2 to get home again. Finally passenger* got tired of p : *ying 
h dollar when better bn&ts would take them fcri5centB; but in proportion 
as travel returned to "Vanderbilt's boat-% he raised the f*re on tSem, still 
keeping it below that on the Bells The Belle soon became a losing con- 
earn, and, as her receipts diministied, tbe cost of repairs and luunirg her 
in Bime unaseout table manner increased. The managers didn't exercise no 
much pruovnse as fome of :he stockholders thought they should. At last 
s y je wan hauled off and Bfdd for a eony. The stack which had noo-i any wher 
from 150 to 200 per cent, was cried dowa— sales wejemadeof larse quanti- 
ties below par- it kept gciog down, down, down. When it reaches about 
t«i. aenteon the dollar, &11 or nearly all of ir, disappeared. "W^en the bubble 
burst it became whispered »t'ouud that Vanderbilt wse, really, tbe owner 
of tbs B<*be whensbe was wold to the company— that his friends took n ma- 
joriry of the company's stock, be furnishing the means— that the first sales 
a*wd crying down the stock were effected by bim— that the increased expenses 
resulted from "improvements" made by bim, and that he subsequently 
bought in tt'e outside stock at an average of 11 or 12cerits on tbe dollar— 
tha- he added many thousand, dollars to his wealth by thus making i.b« ani- 
mosity and ''monopoly" feeling of the New Tlavencrs work for him through, 
the names of hts friends. At all events Vanderbik was the only one who 
reaped an extra " dividend " on the Belle speculation. 

Vanderpoel, Jacob, Jr., 300,000 

The fi#tt Vanderpoel family— three brothers— came from Holland tbe 
laUe? part of the seventeenth century. Two of tnem sot' led at Kioierho^k, 
ihe mother of ex-President Van Suren being a descendant of ons of them ; 

The r>auie prco&rly 
stelled is l 'j9oeZ" but the .Newark branch have mostly modernized it imo 
'■pool." Jacob V-inderpoel, Jr., was brought up in the Fourth. Ward Of tftia 
eby, hia father being tolerably well off. Determines, however, to make bis 
own mirft in tbe world, he apprenticed himself— verbally only— stRU e*rl* 
a«e to tbe caMret making butinees, contrary tijthe wieheaof Ina parent*, 
who desired him to distinguish himself in mercantile affairs. Having served 
ont hitt time to the age of twenty yeara. busktr the last year with the liUle 
savings of previous years, he found Mme«lt in 1832— the great eholerajear— 
on th» world— a journeyman without mearjs. Hi* trade, however, mo ethwo. 
affordati him a living, aud he ma'ie anangements to go into the farnitnrs 
making business with a fellow workman, the following HDiing. The season 
bamg unusually favorable foribe purchase of Block, they raised between 
them $1(2, Mr; V borrowing hia half of a rula -ion. a nd went into the market. 
They bought four or five mahogany loas and Bent tb.*mtr> Elizabeth town. Bf. 
J., to be flawed up, there being no saw mill in the city. An uncle of *"r V.'s 
— Foster Day— kept ihe milk Taking «n interest, in young Jacob, be advised 
him as to the rawing. Apparently the wood was b^st calculated f>>r bed- 
posts, but on chipymg the first logali'.tl?, is turned out good enough lor \& 
ble boards. 
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This disijovary doubled the v&las at onca. Thsy gst to vrotk, and on taking 
o$' T.ne first slab it proved even better thai table boairds— it was good enough 
for flifst ra'itj venee/s, and the ame was true of each of the oth*r logs. The 
logs were wotth eeveaor eight hundred dollars, hat veneers were not the 
kind of stO'Sfc Jacob neadod for his work He had not money enough to pav 
for thy eawtna, and could not, afford to hold the logs io»g enough to eell 
again ; bur, his nncie was -willing to trust bim, and sawed up the veneer b ( 
teaepmg th*a ready for use at the mllL Meantime Jacob workea on at hi a 
trade a* f ireman for Mr. Bhipraao, and pud off his loan with interest. Da 
rtog the winter a large lot of mahogany was put up at auction. Jacob got 
his father to eud-wse hi* paper for two hundujd ana thirty-two <] ollars, a»d 
wall tbu he made feU next purchase, tt turned out lite the firoi. Goad 
luck and good judgment, with an offer from his lather of yard room, thud 
frustrated Ms plana, and induced klm a&d his partner to set upas mahogany 
merchants ia Oherry st. ^heir cash capital of ooe hundred and twelve dol- 
lars, and credit of two hundred and tairty.two dollars, bjy great prudence aad 
an exceedingly favorable reaction in the ftusimss, Uvnsd them in ne»fly 
t*yal«e thousand dollars the first year ! anil established a business worth from 
five to eight thousand dollars per jear after that. When the grsat oomoior- 
ctal otisis 1856 and '37 came they weathered it Without difficulty, bo.^ car- 
tailed their business to '"seewhat was coming of it." When the times im- 
proved again— in 1839 or '*!>— thsy dissolved, Mr. V. buying mtha old place 
aa« carrying on the bu§ihess on hla own aooounE aatil 1S51, when he recned 
from active lile. 

£Lt present his only business connection is as a sp3clal partner in the* firm 
of Vaaderpoel, Smith & Co., varnish and mahogany dealers, 28 and SO Cher- 
ry street— an interest taken Tor the benefit of his brother rathar than him- 
self. He now resides on Madison avenue, occupying the entire fj-oot between 
30th and 31st streets—one of the fiaest residences on the island— owning con- 
siderable real estate tnere and also in the upper piit of the island Ouepa- 
eulH*ity In M.r. Vandefpoel's m inner of doing business, which won him m^oh 
crelit when, understood, waa this —It is, or was, the custom with mahogany 
dealers to pick ousooe or two of the bust veneers — the inside ones— from U 
log, and sell them for extra prices, while at the same time they would eell 
ttu log of venters as though complete Kr. V. ses his face against this.— 
When hn sold a log of venders he said it should be jast exactly what it ap- 
paared to be— he would allow no deception aboutit. If a chaace customer 
waitad ihe outside or poorest veneers he might have them, but the choice 
ones should no', bs stapled out for anybody. This is hot a sample of the 
stern honesty which has characterized Sir, "V^anderpoel's acts throughout his 
lifj. He would never buy an article without first hiving ths money in his 
poikat, and would never raaSe a prorsise, be it- ne?sr so small, without ful- 
filUttg it to the le ter. Bo far dWJt he carry this principle that oa one occa- 
sion. <mt long since, having said of a man in tmtiaeas that he waa goo:i, and 
if a certain note of $700 or so was not paid "bring it to me," he handed out 
his chess the moment he heard thit the note was not paid and before it 
w*s returned. (Mo obligation was upon him to do this, save the above ex.
